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Discovery gunman 
killed; hostages OK

Three hostages were rescued from the headquar- 
ters of the Discovery Channel in Silver Spring, 
Md., on Wednesday after police shot and killed 
the man who was holding them, officials said. 

The hostages were unharmed, said Police Chief 
J. Thomas Manger of the Montgomery County 
Police Department. 

The suspect, identified as James Lee, earlier

was in commu- 
nication with au- 
thorities. 

A number of de- 
vices in backpacks 
that Lee held have 
to be rendered 
safe. Manger said. 

Manger said 
hostage negotia- 
tors spoke for al- 
most four hours 
by phone with Lee 
while police offi- 
cers watched and 
listened to Lee on 
the building’s sur- 
veillance system. 

‘At times during 
the negotiations, 
he was calm, but I 


wouldn’t call him lucid. The conversation was in- 


dicative to me he was dealing with some mental 
issues,” he said. 

Manger said the three hostages were lying on 
the ground, but were not otherwise constrained. 
He said Lee mainly dealt with the hostage negoti- 
ators and did not communicate with the hostages. 

At one point, one of the hostages moved, draw- 
ing Lee’s attention. Manger said. Lee pulled his 
gun and aimed it at the hostages, and it was at 
that point that a sniper inside the building took

the shot that killed Lee, he 
said. 

During the negotiations, 
Lee exhibited a “range of 
emotions,” Manger said. At times he was agitated 
and at times he was calm, but he never strayed far 
from his grievance against Discovery, he said. 

According to a police spokesman, the suspect 
entered the building’s main entrance “wearing 
what appeared to be metallic canister devices on 
his front and back. He also pulled a handgun out 
and was waving a handgun.” 

Manger said Lee may have fired a shot when 


he entered the building. The hostages held inside 
were a security guard and two other men, he said. 

Discovery Channel spokesman David Leavy 
said company officials were familiar with Lee, 
who had protested Discovery in 2008, but the 
company “did not take his threats or demands se- 
riously” 

During the standoff, fewer than 10 Discovery 
Channel employees stayed in the building “for a 
while, to assist law enforcement on navigating the 
building and the infrastructure and then we were 
all evacuated about an hour, 90 minutes into it, 
Leavy said.” 


Online 
manifesto 
linked to 
suspect 

CNN 

Discovery Channel gunman 
James Lee was linked to a 
manifesto that was posted on 
the Internet, a source close to 
the investigation told CNN. 

The angry manifesto re- 
peatedly refers to humans 
as “filth” and demands that 
the Discovery Channel “stop 
encouraging the birth of 
any more parasitic human 
infants.” 

“Civilization must be ex- 
posed for the filth it is,” the 
1,149-word statement says. 

Lee was linked to the on- 
line creed, which said in part, 
“Humans are the most de- 
structive, filthy, pollutive crea- 
tures around and are wreck- 
ing what’s left of the planet 
with their false morals and 
breeding culture.” 

The writer blasts immigra- 
tion, farming, weapons of 
mass destruction, automo- 
tive pollution “and the whole 
blasted human economy.” 

He demands that the 
Discovery Channel broadcast 
daily prime-time shows de- 
voted to “solutions to save the 
planet,” perhaps in a game- 
show format, insisting, “Make 
it interesting so people watch 
and apply solutions!!!!” 

“The world needs TV shows 
that DEVELOP solutions to the 
problems that humans are 
causing, not stupify the peo- 
ple into destroying the world,” 
the manifesto says. 

“These are the demands 
and sayings of Lee,” the mani- 
festo concludes.

In West Garfield Park, an 18-year-old man 
was shot to death Tuesday in the 4000 block 
of West Jackson Boulevard, three days after a 
23-year-old man was fatally shot in the 4400 
block of West Wilcox Street, police said. 

In Gage Park, a 17-year-old boy was shot to 
death in the 5800 block of South Campbell 
Avenue and an 18-year-old man was fatally 
shot in the 5700 block of South Sawyer 
Avenue last week, police said. 

Citywide, fatal shootings were record- 
ed in Humboldt Park, Montclare, the Near 
West Side, New City, Washington Park 
and Wood lawn in the past week, RedEye 
determined. 

August ended Tuesday with 59 homi- 
cides, up from 51 homicides in August 2009, 
RedEye found. One homicide has been 
recorded so far this month, RedEye deter- 
mined. Police recorded 40 homicides in 
September last year, tswartz@tribune.com 
Homicides from Aug. 25 to 4 p.m.

on the force seven years, was shot in the arm, 
Weis said. A 38 -year-old officer, a six-year vet- 
eran, was wounded in the arm and leg. 


Weis said the officers entered the rear 
of the single-family home after identifying 
themselves as police officers and were shot 
at from behind a closed door. Other officers 
were stationed outside the front door, anoth- 
er police source said. The incident happened 
about 12:20 a.m. 

Two male suspects at the home in the 7700 
block of South Hoyne Avenue in Gresham 
were arrested. 

Police fired no shots, Weis said. He praised 


officers for maintaining “fire discipline,” not- 
ing there were elderly residents in the home 
at the time. 

Police recovered an assault rifle and several 
handguns, he said. Charges against the two 
suspects are pending. 

“This is a stark reminder of the dangers of- 
ficers face every day” Weis said. 

“These offenders showed complete dis- 
regard for life, firing a gun at police officers 
while elderly residents were in the home.”

Quinn doesn’t support gang meeting

The end of transforming Chicago into 
a wasteland is at hand. 

Thursday marks the final sched- 
uled day of filming in Chicago for 
the “Transformers 3” movie, which at 
times has spread cinematic mayhem 
throughout various downtown streets 
and bridges. 

The final day of filming at various 
locations is not expected to bring any 
major disruptions to traffic, according 
to a statement from the city Office of 
Emergency Management and Commu- 
nications. 

From 6 -I I a.m. in Millennium Park, 
there will brief use of pyrotechnics — 
that’s explosions and fireworks— under 
supervision of Chicago Fire and Police 
personnel, the OEMC said. 

From 7-9 p.m. look for rooftop mov- 
ie explosions at various high-rise build- 
ing along Wacker Drive, with helicop- 
ters flying at high elevations above the 
main branch of the Chicago River. 

From 7 p.m. to midnight along the 
Midway Plaisance, between Woodlawn 
and Dorchester avenues, there will be 
brief, limited use of pyrotechnics that 
wiU require intermittent street clo- 
sures. 

The city estimates that the filming of 
“Transformers 3,” which began July 10, 
has brought about $20 million into the 
city along with lots of positive publicity 

The movie’s producer, Lorenzo Di 
Bonaventura, said recently that Chi- 
cago “was the best city we’ve ever shot

Gov Pat Quinn on Wednesday said he does not 
support Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis’ deci- 
sion to meet privately with West Side gang lead- 
ers to address violence, saying a better way to 
fight crime is to go after the guns readily avail- 
able on city streets. 

“In my opinion, I don’t think that’s the way to 
go,” Quinn said of last month’s meeting between 
Weis and a handful of gang leaders.

Mayor Daley has defended the meeting, say- 
ing it’s important for the police to have a dia- 
logue with the community and gang members 
in order to stop the shootings. Quinn disagreed, 
saying Daley has “heard my opinion.” 

Quinn’s standing on crime issues took a beat- 
ing at the end of last year and early this year for 
his administration’s botched prisoner early re- 
lease program. 

The issue nearly cost Quinn the Democratic 
governor primary after his opponent highlighted 
it in TV attack ads.

Netherlands 
releases 2 
0*Hare fliers 

WASHINGTON The two Yemeni men arrest- 
ed after flying from O’Hare to Amsterdam 
were released from custody in the Netherlands 
on Wednesday after an investigation showed no 
evidence of a crime, a Dutch official said. 

The two initially had been suspected of pre- 
paring for a terror attack. 

Floris van Hovell, an official with the Royal 
Netherlands Embassy in Washington, said the 
men were released about ii a.m. CDT 

Van Hovell said Dutch authorities took the 
case very seriously because U.S. officials had told 
them that a preliminary test on luggage belong- 
ing to one of the men showed traces of explosives 
after both already had left aboard a United flight 
from Chicago to Amsterdam. 

The test apparently was done on luggage re- 
trieved at Washington Dulles International Air- 
port. Further tests determined there were no 
explosives present, he said. 

The strange case arose Sunday in Birmingham, 
Ala., when Transportation Security Administra- 
tion screeners inspecting a passenger’s suitcase 
found a bizarre collection of items, including 
a cell phone taped to a Pepto-Bismol bottle. 
None of the objects was deemed to pose a threat, 
though. 


2 states declare emergencies

Chicago’s Big Ten Network prepares its game plan 
for another season on the college gridiron

Dozens of TVs flicker in the control room at the Big Ten Network, sharp graph- 
ics on some, game and interview footage frozen in time on others. On one screen, 
the coach of the University of Illinois’ football team starts talking, drowning out 
chatter from the lo or so producers, directors and other employees in the room. 
Semi-silence descends as one voice breaks through. 

“Ron Zook sounds like he needs a glass of water. All the time.” 


People laugh but quickly return to the 
methodical, hours-long process of creating 
a one-hour preseason preview show, just one 
of the many activities taking place in the 
network’s Chicago headquarters. As college 
football season kicks off Thursday they’ll be 
settling in for months of discussing, research- 
ing, filming and preparing the material college 
football fans crave. 

The Big Ten Network, available to 75 mil- 
lion homes in the U.S. and Canada, bases its 
operations out of the old Montgomery Ward 
warehouse building in River North. Spokes- 
man Mike Vest said there are about 100 em- 
ployees and hundreds (if not thousands) of 
freelancers working for the network, which is 
in its fourth year. Saturdays— college football 
day, traditionally— the professional intensity 
turns into ordered pandemonium. Vest said. 

“It’s like a five-ring circus,” he said. “Sat- 
urdays in here are pretty chaotic, to say the 
least.” 

Editors are attempting to perfectly sync 
live halftime shows with games ending at dif- 
ferent times across the nation, anchors (some 
who’ll be there for 16 hours that day) review 
their material again and researchers cross 
their fingers that the data they’ve dug up gets 
used. 

Researchers such as Chris Antonacci, 31, a 


former newspaper man who lives in the Loop, 
who has a particular passion for statistics. 
Antonacci spent nearly five hours this week 
determining which team ranked second in the 
AP preseason poll was the most recent to lose 
its opener. The answer is Alabama, in 1975, An- 
tonacci discovered, but he’s not sure whether 
it’ll make the broadcast of Ohio State’s opener. 

“It’s a lot of work. Something we might say 
in 10 seconds might take me four or five hours 
to research,” he said. “If Ohio State does lose 
to Marshall ... there’s the payoff [Otherwise 
it’s] a lot of hard work and for what, for noth- 
ing? For my own edification.” 

And though it may be hectic now, it’s also 
a time of anticipation for many Howard 
Griffith, who played for the Illini and in the 
NFL, is one of the Big Ten Network’s anchors. 

“I’m always excited about this time of the 
year,” Griffith said. “It’s football. At the end of 
the day ... I get to sit around and watch televi- 
sion and give my opinion.” 

He loved to play football, he said, but in 
dissecting the game, “you get to talk about it 
without the injuries.” 

The network is obviously steeped in sports, 
from the stats Antonacci can’t help but re- 
search in the middle of the night (he claims 
to have “stat-mares”) to the flags and college 
sports paraphernalia employees tack up in

Mike Hall might be a Mizzou grad, but the 
Big Ten Network sportscaster isn’t afraid to 
admit to some mixed feelings. 

About pizza. 

Imo’s, a St. Louis staple, strikes him as no 
more than “cardboard with sauce on it.” And 
though he roots for the University of Mis- 
souri Tigers in a yearly basketball bet with his 
Illini alumni family, Garcia’s in Urbana makes 
“one of my favorite squares— or, rectangles — 
of pizza I’ve ever had.” 

If there’s a theme to college sports, it’s one 
of passion. Passion about football, mascots, 
fight songs (and sometimes even pizza). 

And the former winner of ESPN’s “Dream 
Job”— which put him on air in 2004— said 
after moving to ESPNU, he dove into college 
sports journalism, never turning back. 

“There’s a real cool energy and passion 
about college sports that’s just different ... 
than the pros,” the Lincoln Park resident said. 
“I’m absolutely passionate about it. I think 
it’s easier to relate to the players because you 
know they still have to get home and study 
especially Big Ten players.” 

But Hall, 28, tries to balance the intensity 
of rabid college sports fans with a heaping 


helping of honesty He also tries to keep his 
opinions out of the matter. 

“I kind of don’t want to be a cheerleader, 
and I don’t want to be a guy who attacks the 
schools. I kind of just want to be someone 
who shows both sides,” Hall said, adding 
most “wouldn’t respect [a sportscaster] 
very much if he was just saying, ‘Ev- 
erybody’s going to the Rose Bowl!’ ” 

The biggest news for the confer- 
ence is possibly the addition next 
year of the University of Nebraska 
Cornhuskers, a football power- 
house. Positivity in the conference 
about the change took Hall aback a 
bit, he admitted. 

“Honestly I’ve been surprised 
by how much people who play 
and coach are excited about it,” 
he said. “Because they’re such a 
good program coming into the 
Big Ten that these guys are going 
to have to face, part of me was 
like, geez. I’m expecting them 
to be a little bummed. But 
for the most part, they’ve aU 
been really excited about it.”
